Collective Bargaining 


(A) Employes shall have the right 


to organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their own 
choosing, and shall be free from the 
interference, restraint or coercion of 
employers of labor, or their agents, in 
the designation of such representatives 
or in self-organization or in other con- 
certed activities for the purpose of 
Collective bargaining or other mutual 
aid or protection. 


(B; No employe and no one seek- 


ing employment shall be required as 
a condition of employment to join any 
company union or to refrain from 
joining, organi/.ing or assisting a la- 
bor organization of his own choosing. 


(C) Employers shall comply with 


the maximum hours of labor, mini- 
mum rates of pay, and other condi- 
tions of employment, 
approved 
or 


prescribed by Ihe preidsent. 


Child Labor 


No person under the ago of 16 shall 


be employed, except that persons 14 
and 15 years of aye may be employed 
either. 


(A) For a period not to exceed three 


(3) hours per day on six (6) days per 
week, or 


(B) For one day per week, such day 


not to exceed night (8) hours. 


In either case, all such hours of 


works shall be between 7 a. m. and 
7 p. m.. and shall not conflict with 
the employe's hours of day school. 
It is provided, however, that no per- 
son under the ago of 16 years shall be 
employed in delivering merchandise 
from motor vehicles. 


liusic Store ami Working Hours 
Group A. Any establishment may

Daladier Resigns After 


Radicals Wrecked His 


Budget Plans

Premier Fought Losing 


Battle to Balance Gov- 


ernment Costs 


PARIS, France —(VP)— A 


drive to ditch the Socialists 
and form a government ma- 
jority toward the Center, was 
in full swing Tuesday as Pres- 
ident Lebrun sought a new 
premier to replace Daladier 
whose cabinet was swept out 
on a test vote of confidence 
early Tuesday morning. 


The bitterness of the radical Social- 


ists made a resumption of the old Left 
majority impossible at present. 


Daladier Resigns 


PARIS, 
France—(/P)—The 
French 


cabinet headed by Premier Daladier 
resigned at 3:55 a. m. Tuesday, fol- 
lowing its defeat by a vole of lack of 
confidence in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. 


The chamber voted 329 to 241 against 


a compromise proposal submitted by 
Daladier in his fight to balance the 
budget, providing for wage cuts of 
government functionaries. 


The Chamber threw the 
ministry 


out, unmoved by Daladier's impassion- 
ed warning that failure to strike a 
budgetary balance means that infla- 
tion is inevitable "within five or six 
weeks." The deputies refused Da- 
ladier's proposal to cut the salaries of 
government functionaries. 


The vote came on a compromise 


amendment cutting in half the gov- 
ernment's original proposal to slash 
functionaries' 
salaries despite Da- 


ladier's firm stand that his proposed 
salary cuts should be retained. 


It had been hoped that the govern- 


ment's last minute acceptance of the 
compromise, which some 
deputies 


called "capitulation," would satisfy 
the Socialists. But at midnight Leon 
Blum, Socialist leader, refused 
the 


compromise thereby drawing a ter- 
rific denunciation from Daladier.

Advertising artificially stimulates the demand for alcoholic

This is but a foretaste of what is 


ahead of us. All this is inconsistent 
with any idea of restricting the sale 
of liquor to an unstimulated demand.

It is frankly difficult to see how in 


the long run such advertising can be 
definitely eliminated by 
state law 


under the license system. There are 
two many loop-holes, too many in- 
direct methods of 
advertising, too 


many indirect methods of advertis- 
ing, too many national journals and 
broadcasting stations. Under the Au- 
thority plan, the opportunity for con- 
trol of advertising is far greater. In 
deed it could be practically eliminat- 
ed if the public interest so demanded. 


In any event, the Authority could 


draft an advertising code, and force 


violated it, or through the selective 
increase of the retail price of the pro- 
ducts of an offender. 


Under either the state 
monopoly 


plan or a licensing plan, the adver- 
tising of alcoholic beverages, other 
than light beer, should, where pos- 
sible, be rigidly restricted or forbid- 
ben. Six states have already passed 
such laws. 


The problem cannot be solved en- 


tirely by legislation because subtle 
and inferential dvertising may meet 
the letter but not the spirit of the 
law. 
The radio and nationally cir- 


culated publications are also beyond 
complete state control. None the less, 
each state should outline its liquor ad- 
vertising code. These codes should 


its acceptance either through refusal form, 
to buy from the manufacturers who 
With this in mind, we suggest as a 


basis for discussion some such pro- 
gram as the following: 


1. Newspaper and magazine adver- 


tising to contain nothing beyond 
the name, the address, the date of 
incorporation of a manufacturer 
or dealer, a coat of arms or trade 
mark, and a description in the 
simplest terms of the article or 
articles 
d e a l t 
in, 
such 
as 


'Kentucky 
Rye 
Whiskey, 
or 


'Cointreau,' or 'Italian Vermonth.' 


2. All additional advertising mat- 


ter including slogans, to be pro- 
hibited except on approval of the 
state licensing board: 


3. All outdoor advertising except on 


the premises where sold or manu- 
factured, to be 
prohibited. All 


outdoor electric or projecting signs 
to be further regulated by local 
fire, zoning and sign legislation. 
Content of advertising to be under 
the same restrictions as news- 
paper and magazine advertising. 


4. All advertising matter attached 


to vehicles owned by manufac- 
turers, distributors and dealers to 
be subject to the same restrictions 
as publication advertising. 


5. All advertising through the use 


of calenders, 
pencils, golf balls, 


thermometers, free samples, cut- 
rate sales, etc., to be prohibited. 


6. Radio advertising to be subject to 


the general rules outlined for pub- 
lications. 


The penalties to be provided by law 


should be moderate, particularly dur- 
ing the first few years while definite 
standards are being determined. No 
restrictions should be imposed upon 
the advertising of 3.2% beer. The re- 
strictions as a whole should apply not 
alone to the advertisers, but also the 
advertising media, in order to reach 
the problem of indirect liquor adver- 
tising by ginger-ale companies, rc- 
ferigerator companies, and others who 
sell accessories. 


We believe that such a code will be 


sufficiently elastic to meet the legiti- 
mate demand of the trade and at Ihe 
same time to permit of enforcement. 


Undoubtedly, the most serious ob- 


jections to these 
restrictions 
will 


come not from the liquor dealers 
themselves but from the advertising 
agencies, the billboard and electric 
sign companies and even from some 
newspapers and magazines. 


These groups should realize, how- 


ever, that unles reasonable restrictions 
are willingly accepted, there will un- 
doubtedly be in the near future a 
complete prohibition of all kinds of 
liquor advertising.

ance and outside service employes;

more than six hours per week above

overtime. 


Executives receiving 535 or more per 


week in cities of over 500,000 popula- 
tion, or receiving $30 or more pei 
week in cities of 100,000 to 500,000 pop- 
ulation, or receiving $27.50 or more 
per week in cities of 25.000 to 100,0000 
population, or receiving $25 or more 
per week in cities, towns, villages, and 
other places under 25,000 population, 
may work in excess of the maximum 
periods of labor prescribed. 


In the South, executives paid not 


less than 10 per cent below the wages 
just specified may work in excess of 
such maximum periods. 


Peak Periods 


At Christmas, inventory and other 


peak times, for a period not to exceed 
two weeks in the first six months of 
the calendar year and not to exceed 
three weeks in the second six months, 
an employe whose basic week is 40 
hours may work not more than 48 
hours per week and nine hours per 
day; 
an employe whose basic work 


week is 44 hours may work not more 
than 52 hours per week and nine and 
one-half hours per day; an employe 
whose basic work week is 48 hours 
may work not more than 56 hours 
per week and 10 hours per day.

Limitations Upon Price Increases 
No retailer shall increase the price 
f any merchandise sold after the ef- 
ective date of this code over the price 
xisting June 1. 1933, by more than is 
lade necessary by the amount of in 
reases in production, operating, re- 
placement, and-or invoice costs of 
lerchandii-e. and-or by taxes or oth- 
r costs resulting from action taken 
pursuant to the National Industrial 
Recovery act and-or the Agricultural 
Adjustment net since June 1. 1933, 
and in setting such price increases re- 
tailers shall give full weight to prob- 
able increases in sales volume. 


Prior Contracts 


Where cosls of executing contracts 


entered into before June 16, 1933 by 
any retailer for the purchase of goods 
at fixed prices for delivery during the 
duration of this code are increased by 
the application of the provisions of 
the National Industrial Recovery act 
and-or the Agricultural Adjustment 
act, it is deemed equitable that appro- 
priate adjustments of such contracts 
to reflect such increased costs actu- 
ally incurred be arrived at by mutual 
agreement or arbitral proceedings or 
otherwise, and the National Retail 
Trade 
Council 
is 
constituted 
an 


agency to assist. 


Loss Limitation 


To prevent unfair competition against 


local merchants, the use of the so- 
called "loss leader' is hereby declared 
to be an unfair trade practice. These 
"loss leaders" are articles often sold 
below cost to the merchant for the 
purpose of attracting trade. This prac- 
tice results, or course, either in ef- 
forts by the merchant to make up the 
loss by charging more than a reason- 
able profit for other articles, or else 
in driving the small merchant with 
little capital out of legitimate busi- ] 
ness. It works back against the pro- 
ducer of raw materials on farms and j 
in industry and against the labor so 
employed. 


This declaration against the use of 
loss leaders" by the store keeper does 


not prohibit him from selling an art- 
icle without any profit to himself. But 
the selling price of articles to the con- 
sumer should include an allowance 
for actual wages of store labor, to be j 
lixed und published from time to time 
by the trade authority hereinafter es- 
tablished. 


Such an allowance for labor need 


not be included in the selling price of 
any article of food , or be applied by 
storekeepers doing business only in 
communities of less than 2.!>00 popula- 
tion which are not part of a larger 
trade area. 


Provided, however, that any retailer 


may sell any article of merchandise at 
a price as low as the prise set by any 
competitor in his trade area on mer- 
chandise which is identical or essen- 
tially the same, if such competitor's 
price is set in conformity with the 
foregoing provision. A retailer who 
thus reduces a price to meet a com- 
petitor's price as above defined shall 
not be deemed to have violated the 
provisions of this section if such re- 
tailer immediately notifies the near- 
est representative retail trade organ- 
ization of such action and all facts 
pertinent thereto.

No retailer shall purchase, sell, or 


exchange any merchandise manufac- 
tured under a code of fair competition 
which requires such merchandise to 
bear an NRA label, unless said mer- 
chandise bears such label. Any re- 
tailer rightfully possessing the insig- 
nia of the NRA who has in stock or 
purchases similar merchandise which 
has been manufactured before the ef- 
fective date of the code of fair com- 
petition requiring such merchandise 
to bear an NRA label may attach 
thereto the NRA insignia.

WASHINGTON.- (/p) -Saying t h e 


letter he wrote to Charles S. MoCaiu 
of the Chase National bank was pure- 
ly a personal one, Harvey Couch, a di- 
rector of the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion Saturday night announced 
his 


willingness to appear before the sen- 
ate stock market investigating com- 
mittee. 


The letter, found by senate investi- 


gators in Chase bank files, was writ- 
ten on R. F. C. stationery and dated 
sometime in August, 1932. The inves- 
tigators said it mentioned Seaboard 
Airline stock. 


Couch said McCain, whom he de 


scribed as a "life-long friend," had 
telephoned him to learn whether he 
would consider resigning from the Re- 
construction Corporation "to under- 
take the reorganization of a group of 
Insull prperties." Couch said he re- 
plied he intended to complete his job 
with the government and could not 
accept McCain's offer. 


"1 explained further," Couch said, 


"that when I finished here I expect 
to return to Arkansas to continue to 
extend such aid as I can in the de- 
velopment of that sectoin. Neither 
the letter nor the telephone conversa- 
tion had anything whatever to do with 
the R. F. C." 


Mr. Couch explained that he and

Lake for Fishing 


Dr. W. G. Allison Heads 


Movement to Improve 


Red Lake 


Red Lake is being restocked with 


fish. 


A fund has been raised among local 


sportmen to employ Thurman Rhodes 
to drive to the State Fish Hatchery 
at Lonoke for 20,000 minnows to re- 
stock the lake. Mr. Rhodes leaves 
Monday to secure black bass, blue gill 
brim and croppie. The fund was rais- 
ed by Dr. 'y. G. Allison. A second 
fund is now being raised to secure a 
like amount of minnows. Those wish- 
ing to contribute are asked by Dr. Al- 
lison to leave their money with Paul 
Briant, at his drugstore. 


The minnows are'furnished free by 


the state hatchery. The only expense 
is in sending a truck after them. 
Forty cans of minnows are hauled at 
one time, with from 300 to 500 min- 
nows to each can. It will require 
three years for the minnows to reach 
sufficient growth. 


Several exceptionally fine strings of 


fish have been caught in Red Lake in 
recent weeks, but local fishermen wish 
to make sure that the supply will not 
be exhausted. There is no outlet from 
Red Lake, and the lake is especially 
adaptable to restocking. Frank John- 
son, Lon Sanders, Dr. Allison and A. 
C. Monts are among those who have 
landed fine strings of fish there in 
the last few days.

LITTLE ROCK.—(IP)—The Arkan- 


sas committees of the Federal Deposit 
Liquidation Corporation, an agency 
designed to assist in the reorganization 
of closed banks and the release of 
frozen deposits, was made public here 
Monday. 


The committee, named by Walter 


W. Smith, of St. Louis, chairman of 
the special advisory 
and appraisal 


committee of the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve District, follows: 


Alfred G. Kahn, Little Rock, chair- 


man; 
A. E. McLean, Little 
Rock; 


George C. Worthen, Little Rock; W. 
H. Dickenhorst, Morrilton; and W. A. 
Billingsley, Newport. 


"We do not know at this state of 


the proceedings how much of the bil- 
lion dollars the government intends 
to lend on frozen bank assets will 
reach Arkansas," said Kahn. 


"However, an average of about 50 


per cent will be lent on these assets, 
barying with their worth and the 
length of the time that may be re- 
quired to liquify them." 


The Arkansas committee is ready to 


consider applications for loans from 
all banks which closed since Jan- 
uary 1.
